Hello Fellow DXers! 


| have to echo John’s compliments regarding Margie’s presentation last 
month. You did great and it was a pleasure to meet you! If you missed the 
meeting (and many did) it was your loss! Do not miss the next meeting. Don 
and Gary are going wow us with their experiences from the past. | have seen 
the presentation and it is top drawer! | almost wish it was the 1970s all over 
again! 


It has been a very poor season for 6 Meter DXing this year! We have had 
one opening to the Caribbean, one opening to Alaska, and a few openings to 
the Pacific. We have had no openings to Japan and two locals actually 
worked CT1HZE in a 30 second opening. Adding salt to the wound is that all 
the other regions of our state and country are happily working Europe and 
Asia regularly. In fact K6QXY worked China last month. That is a first for the 
US! We are now officially the black hole of 6 Meter DXing. It has gotten so 
bad that even our senior club members have resorted to working US grid 
squares just to stay in the game! 


A friendly reminder. The DX window on 6 (50.100 MHz to 50.125 MHz) is 
for DX contacts only. Border Canadian stations and Northern Mexico are not 
considered DX on 6 M (no offense to our friends along the border). The prob- 
lem is there are US stations trying to work DX that can hear us and we can 
not hear the DX or the US station. What if the websites do not indicate any 
activity? Well, we certainly do not want to transmit on top of a DX station that 
has not been announced. It happens all too often. It might seem odd but the 
old school 6 Meter DXers rightfully treat the window with great respect. Many 
do not transmit CQ too often if at all. They wait for the DX to transmit. Calling 
CQ is virtually unprofitable. Rag chewing and working US stations in the win- 
dow almost always elicits a strong response. If that happens do not take it 
personal. Just about everyone has been admonished at one time or another. 


On a happier note 20 and 17 have been producing good results. Also and 
as this column is being written there is a planned DXpedition to the new en- 
tity, the Republic of South Sudan. It may be going right now!

The Big DXpeditions for this month are South Sudan, Benin and Gi- 
braltar. Not a whole lot to report. Hopefully we will have some sur- 
prises. 


Southern Sudan 

The Republic of South Sudan became an independent country on 
July 9". The UN recognized them on July 14”. As of this moment 
they are waiting on a call sign block assignment from the ITU. The 
current Dxpedition is using the old Southern Sudan prefix, STOR. 
The first day of operation was Friday, 4/22/2011. The pile ups have 
been massive however they stood by for West Coast on both phone 
and CW today. It was relatively easy to work them even with the 
huge QRM on their frequency. It is a shame that so many hams have 
nothing better to do but interfere with the first Dxpedition to a new 
entity. The fact that they already put 11,000 QSOs in the log stands 
as a testament to their operating skill. 


Hopefully we will see a lot of club members in the log. Jump in the 
pile up and have fun.
